Don Pascual de Gayangos, a Member of the Spanish Senate, formerly Minister of 
Education in Spain, a book-collector, a critic, and a scholar, is almost as well known in 
England as in his native land. It is fifty-three years since the Oriental Translation 
Fund produced his English translation of the chapters in Al-Makkari’s Arabic history, 
which related to the Mohammedan dynasties in Spain. It was a work of signal 
importance, correcting and superseding (with the help of Gayangos’ notes) almost 
everything that had been written previously, and it still remains one of the most 
valuable of the books published by the Fund. Daring the last twenty years he has 
been engaged in calendaring the Spanish documents in the British Museum, especially 
those relating to English history in the sixteenth century, and his labours have been 
gratefully recognized by all our antiquaries. His translation into Spanish (in collabo¬ 
ration with Vedia) of Ticknor’s History of Spanish Literature is tne standard work 
upon that subject in Spain, being enriched with notes by the translators, which supply 
additions and corrections that are wanting in the original.

The leaves thereof being dried and brought 
into powder, they use to take the fume of 
smoke thereof by suckinge it through pipes 
made of claye into their stomache and 
head ; from whence it purgeth superfluous 
fleame and other gross humors and openeth 
all the pores and passages of the bcdy, by 
the which meanes the use thereof not only 
preserveth the body from obstructions ; bnt 
also if any be, if they have not been of too 
long continuance, in a short time it breaketh 
them, whereby their bodies are notably pre¬ 
served in health and I know not how many 
grievous diseases wherewith we in England 
are ofttimes afflicted. 

“ ‘ This Uppowoc is of so precious estima¬ 


tion amongst them that they think their 
gods are marvelously delighted therewith. 
Whereupon they sometimes make hallowed 
fire and cast some of the powder therein for 
a sacrifice. Being in a storm upon the 
waters, to pacify their gods, they caste 
some up into the air; and also after an 
escape of danger, they caste some into 
tiie air likewise; but all done with strange 
gestures, stamping, sometimes dancing, 
dapping of hands, holding up hands, and 
staring up into the heavens, uttering there¬ 
withal and chattering strange words and 
noises. 

‘“We ourselves during the time that we 
were there have used to suck it after their 
manner, as also since our return, and have 
found many rare and wonderful experi¬ 
ments of the virtues thereof of the which 
the relation would require a volume by 
itself.’ 

"Mr. Bernard Qnaritch, the celebrated 
bookseller and antiquarian of London, has 
made a facsimile of the text and pictures 
of Hanot’s Narrative, with facsimiles also 
of the letters in which Columbus and 
Amerigo Vespucius announced their dis¬ 
coveries.

In bringing out this little Vocabulary I 
wish to be allowed to state that I have no 
claim to be an Arabic scholar. All that I 
have done has been to collect some of the 
words and phrases which I have actually 
heard used in conversation or found in 
letters and petitions addressed to me. 

I am aware that there are not only mis¬ 
takes but also some ungrammatical phrases. 
I have, however, purposely retained such 
when I have found them to be universally 
used. 

The language to be found in the Vo. 
cabulary is that of the streets, the bazaar, 
trading ports, and the caravans from Yemen. 
There are a few purely local expressions ; 
but I have omitted such except when I 
know that they may be useful to others in 
Aden and its neighbourhood. There are 
many words and phrases which will not be 
found in dictionaries. I have, generally, 
taken words or sentences as I found them 
written or heard them spoken: so in the 
case of many verbs it will be seen that I 
have not given, the root; that is easily 
found by anyone with the smallest know- 
ledge of the language, and the plan adopted 
has decided advantages. 

I might have made the book much more 
comprehensive and hence more useful; but 
want of time amidst my multifarious official 
duties has prevented that 


My object in compiling the Vocabulary 
has been to aid those who desire to obtain 
a fair colloquial knowledge and to be able 
to read ordinary correspondence. This 
anyone who will take the trouble to study 
the book will easily do. The Vocabulary 
is, I need hardly say, no help to reading 
classical Arabic. 

I regret the necessity for the Addenda; 
this was caused by a portion of my manu¬ 
script being mislaid. 

I have not hesitated to introduce some 
rather coarse expressions; but to be able to 
converse with people such as the lower 
classes of Arabs one must adapt oneself to 
their style. 

The letter H after a word shows that it 
is Hindustani or a corruption from that 
language; it does not occur frequently. 
The letter B shows that the word or phrase 
is Bedawin (though often well known). 
Very many Bedawins visit Aden from the 
interior of Yemen, where the dialects are 
both numerous and difficult. 

In conclusion, I desire to thankfully 
acknowledge the willing and patient aid 
which I have constantly received from my 
friend, Mr. Ali Jailer, Head Clerk of the 
Somali Coast Political Agency.

He pos¬ 
sessed the first Coverdale Bible, lour 
Caxtons, and five early quartos of Shake¬ 
speare. The author of those 4 Diversions 
of Purley ’ (which so disappointed the 
man who bought the book under the im¬ 


pression that it was of an entirely humorous 
character) possessed but a small library of 
some eight hundred works, chiefly collected 
with a view r to the study of the English 
language. It fetched £1250 when sold in 
1813, a first edition of Johnson’s Dictionary, 
annotated by Home Tooke, being pur¬ 
chased for no less than £200 by a Major 
James, acting, it is supposed, for the Rev. 
J. N. Todd, editor of ‘Todd’s Johnson.’ 
The longest of Mr. Kerney’s notices deals 
with Lord Spencer (1758-1834), the founder 
of the Althorp Library, recently sold to 
Mrs. Ry lands (who, as already stated, is 
herself the subject of one of the articles in 
the present number), but the facts related 
are more generally familiar to book lovers.

East India Company : The Kegister of Letters of the Governor 

and Company of Merchants of London trading into the East Indies,

This important contribution to the 
History of English enterprise in the East 
is very nearly out of print; only 210 copies 
were printed for sale. 

“ It is customary to say of a book such 
as this that it is more interesting than any 
novel. If this volume of correspondence 
may not be to that extent enthralling to 
the majority, to the few who are interested 
in the extremely picturesque beginnings of 
our Indian Empire it will be tound most 
fascinating. Nor could it have fallen into 
better hands for editing than into those of 
Sir George Birdwood. Briefly, it is ‘ The 
Register of Letters, etc.,’ of the Governor 
and Company of Merchants of London 
trading into the East Indies. It is the 
first Letter-Book and Register of the 
1 London,’ or * Old ’ East India Com¬ 
pany, and its value lies in the early date 
and value of the documents which it con¬ 
tains. It reveals the manner in which the 
Company grew into importance from its 
very earliest stages, because of the letters 
which it contains over onc-fonrth are of 
the first six years (1600 to 1606) of the 
existence of ‘ The London East India 
Company,’ usually called ‘ The Old East 
India Company.’ Covering this period 
there are, according to Sir George Bird- 
wood, only fifty-four original manuscripts 
in the India Office, and of this number 
forty-eight are here included. They carry 
the history of the Company on in unin¬ 
terrupted sequence from the formation of 
the ‘London’ Company, in 1600, down 


to its absorption in the ‘ English Company 
trading to the East Indies ’ in 1709, a 
period which Sir George Birdwood divides 
into three well-marked subperiods, which 
may be quoted as showing what few people 
understand—viz. the different associations 
which are vaguely grouped together as the 
‘East India Company.’ The first, from 
1600 to 1623, the date of the ‘ Massacre of 
Amboyna,’ during which the Company 
pushed its trade in the East Indies under 
the greatest difficulties, but without excit¬ 
ing much popular attention; the second, 
from 1623 to 1660, during which, partly in 
consequence of the national solicitude 
aroused by the massacre of the Company’s 
agents at Amboyna, a geneal competition 
was rapidly developed throughout the 
country for a participation inthe commerce 
of the East Indies ; and the third and last, 
from 1600 to 1709, during which this 
disastrous rivalry at length resulted in the 
amalgamation of the 4 London ’ or ‘ Old,’ 
and the 4 English * or 4 New,’ Companies, 
in the 4 United Company of Merchants of 
England trading into the East Indies,’ 
commonly known as ‘ The Honourable 
East India Company,’ whose great com¬ 
mercial empire was sequestrated to the 
British Crown in 1858. Incidentally, apart 
from the insight which they give into the 
commercial transactions of the day, these 
letters give a most delightful insight into 
the relations which existed between the 
Company and its employes, one of whom 
writes home most pathetically to tell how 
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East India Company— continued.

In fact, throughout the 
letters show a strong, even devout, sense of 
the responsibility which Company and 
servants alike felt in each others welfare, 
for at the time of its foundation the feudal 
traditions of the affiliation of servants to 
their masters had scarcely become obsolete 
in England.

“The authors of this sumptuous book 
need not apologize for reopening ground 
that has already been covered by the works 
of Jewitt, Chaffers, M. Solon, and Professor 
Church. They start with a definite object, 
and have excellently performed their pre¬ 
scribed and limited task. Their object 
has been to supplement the labours of their 
predecessors by accurate presentations of a 
number of objects of which, as a rule, no 
illustration has yet been published, and by 
a list, as nearly complete as may be, of all 
the pieces of early English pottery which 
tell us anything about themselves, which 
say when they were made, or where, or by 
whom, or for what purpose. These pieces, 
as the authors observe, stand out distinctly 
from the mass of specimens which on all 
these points are dumb, and they certainly 
are of far more interest than the 4 dumb ’ 
creatures that possess no legend and suggest 
no history. The antiquarian point of view 
is the best, for, though quamtness often 
lends its charm to our early pottery, its 
purely artistic merit is not invariably pre¬ 
eminent. But, as relics of antiquity, and 
of an art that has been, for one reason or 
another, either superseded altogether or 
continued too often in an imitative manner, 
these early specimens deserve all the atten¬ 
tion they have received. In these days of 
cheap metal or glass ware, it is rarely indeed 
that our jugs, mugs, or cups—that is, those 
in common ase—are of the very slightest 
interest; nor, probably, will any but the 
coarsest flavour of antiquity ever attach to 
them ; but the pieces of old English ware 
depicted lovingly in this book are redolent 
of old English hospitality, piety, and home 
life.

And, notwithstanding the 
frequent beauty and historical associations 
of encaustic tiles, these, together with all 
that is British, Roman, and Anglo-Saxon, 
are excluded ; partly because the work has 
already, been done more than adequately, 
and partly because their production from 
moulds and the indefinite multiplication of 
their devices seem to remove them from the 
scope of a book dealing with individual 
specimens. For a somewhat similar reason 
all the later forms of English pottery, such 
as Wedgwood, or Leeds ware, the work 
of large factories with almost modern 
appliances, are also rejected.

“Homage to a great poet can scarcely 
take a more serviceable form than that of 
supplying a concordance to his works. 
Shakspeare, as is natural, was the first 
among profane writers to receive a tribute 
of this sort, and the volume of Mrs. Cowden 
Clarke, with the supplement to the poems 
of Mrs. Howard Furness, constitutes one of 
the most useful and indispensable of works. 
Milton was unfortunate enough to receive, 
in place of a concordance, a mere index 
verborum, such as is supplied at the close 
of many editions of the classic poets, and 
though a second work on a more ambitious 
scale has been issued, it is practically inac¬ 
cessible. Pope came next in order, and 
concordances to Cowper and Burns have 
been published within recent days. The 
appearance of Mr. Ellis’s ‘ Concordance to 
Shelley * leaves only one more work of the 
class absolutely indispensable, namely, a 
concordance to Wordsworth. 

“ This latest concordance of Mr. Ellis is a 
.more valuable and monumental work than 
is owing to any of his predecessors. As we 
pointed out at the time, the * Concordance 


to Burns * is ‘ contrived a double debt to 
pay,* and answers all purposes of a glossary.

Six years’ 
labour, not wholly unassisted, have been 
employed by Mr. Ellis in the production of 
this most exemplary work of its class that 
has yet seen the light.

“ More than a quarter of a century ago 
the late Canon Williams, of Khydycroesau, 
commenced a task single-handed, for which 
nowadays the energies of a popular society 
and the contributions of the wealthy are put 
in requisition. It was no less than the 
herculean project of publishing some of the 
most important Welsh manuscripts in the 
famous Hengwrt Library, now safely housed 
at Peniarth. The first work proceeded with 
was the celebrated ‘Seint Great,' which, 
with its translation, formed the three first 
numbers of the * Selections.' Next fol¬ 
lowed two specimens of the Carl^jingian 
cycle of romance, entitled ‘ Campeu Char- 
lymaen’ and ‘ Bown o Hamtwn.' After 
these followed a number of small tracts, 
mainly of a religious character, of consi¬ 
derable vogue in the Middle Ages. They 
are entitled ‘ Purdan Padric' (St, Patrick s 
Purgatory), ‘Buchedd Meir Wyry' (The 
Life of the Virgin Mary), * Seith Pechawt 
Marwol’ (The Seven Deadly Sins), and 
others of a like character. Though Canon 
Williams's enterprise had been carried on 
in face of the almost complete indifference 
of his countrymen, there is nothing to 
suggest that his zeal had diminished or that 
he considered his labours of transcription 
to have terminated. However, death came, 
and his work was left uncompleted. Twenty 
years had to pass away before a scholar 
was found to bring the volume to a con¬ 
clusion from the point at which Canon 
Williams had arrived when the pen fell 
from his hand, but the work has at last 
been done. The few remaining pages of 
the tract called * Ymborth yr Enait° have 
been supplied by Mr. Egerton Phillimore. 
Mr. Hartwell Jones has collated the tran¬ 
script with the original at Hengwrt, and 
has supplied the English translation to all 
the pieces from the point to which it had 
attained, namely, to about one half of 
‘Purdan Padric.' In a few prefatory 
remarks Professor Hartwell Jones observes 
that he was frequently enabled to surmount 
the many difficulties which he encountered 
in making his translation by reference to 
the Latin originals from which the Welsh 
versions had been taken. The few notes 
he has supplied afford proof of the thorough¬ 
ness with which his portion of the work has 
been done, and the care with which other 
Welsh manuscripts (principally that known 
as ‘Uyfr yr Ancr ’) had been examined in 
order to supply the omissions or inaccu¬ 
racies of the Hengwrt text. Many of the 
pieces contained in this and the preceding 
part of the ‘ Selections ’ (and the transla¬ 
tions of all of which have been done by 
Professor Hartwell Jones) are in the nature

Their value 
is chiefly philological, though they also 
afford highly interesting glimpses of the 
peculiar mixture of deep piety with un¬ 
bounded credulity that constituted the 
religious beliefs of the Middle Ages. Theo¬ 
logical questions, however, do not make up 
all the contents of this interesting number. 
There is a curious variant of the well- 
known fable of Llywelyn’s Hound that is 
contained in the story called * Seith Doet- 
hion Ruvein' (The Seven Wise Men of 
Rome).

was aroused from the wall of the castle, 
and it made for the hall of the knight, and 
espied the child in the cradle, and made a 
rush at him, and before it reached him the 
fleet and active greyhound leaped upon 
him, and by their fighting and struggling, 
both of them, the cradle was overturned 
with its face downwards, and the child 
inside; and the fleet, active, noble hound 
slew the serpent, and left it in small pieces 
near the cradle. And when the lady came 
in and saw the dog and the cradle bloody, 
she came towards the knight, calling and 
shrieking the while, to complain of the dog 
that had killed his only son. And the 
knight in his wrath slew the hound, and, to 
comfort his wife, he came to see bis child; 
and when he came, the child was safe and 
sound under the cradle, and the serpent in 
little pieces hard by. And then the knight 
was troubled that he had slain so good a 
hound at the word and instance of his 
wife' (p. 649). The incidents that called 
forth the narration of this story and the 
moral that is drawn therefrom are very 
curious. The tract has been published 
before in Y Brython from a modern manu¬ 
script (presumably) in the British Museum. 
The present work is a fitting crown to a 
great and worthy undertaking, and is a 
most favourable specimen of judicious 
editing allied to ripe scholarship.”—Western 
Moil, September 23rd, 1892.
